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Fifteen  days  ago,  I  woke  up  at  six  AM,  a  time  that  now  seems  entirely  too  early,  on  a  Thursday 
morning  that  would  have  been  an  average  Thursday  morning  any  other  year  than  this  year. 
Without  context,  that  Thursday  morning  looked  like  any  random  weekday  morning,  with  coffee 
being  brewed  in  the  kitchen,  with  the  rest  of  my  family  awake  and  eating  breakfast,  and  with 
myself  still  in  bed,  wishing  that  I  wasn’t  awake  yet.

So  on  that  last  day  of  school 
fifteen  days  ago,  I  expected  to  feel...  Done.  Completed.  Finished.  I  expected  to  feel  a  sense  of 
closure  that  day,  like  it  was  the  last  piece  of  a  puzzle  that  I  had  been  building  for  four  long  years. 
Instead,  that  last  day  of  school  felt  like  just  another  Thursday,  even  though  I  knew  it  was  so  much 
more.  I  think  I  must  have  said  some  version  of  “Wow,  this  is  it,”  or  “We’re  done”  about  a  hundred 
and  fifty  times  that  day  to  make  it  feel  real,  but  it  still  didn’t. 

As  I  was  going  home  that  day,  I  reasoned  with  myself  as  to  why  I  didn’t  feel  like  I  was  actually 
finished  with  high  school,  and  I  told  myself  that  it  was  because  we  weren’t  truly  done  with  school 
yet.  Many  things  had  to  happen  in  the  next  fifteen  days,  like  prom,  our  senior  class  trip,  awards 
night,  our  senior  banquet,  and  finally,  graduation  itself.  So  I  went  to  prom  that  night,  with  the  175 
classmates  sitting  in  front  of  me  and  many  of  the  people  in  the  stands  here  tonight,  seeing  all  of 
you  looking  as  beautiful  as  I  could  ever  remember,  and  I  still  didn’t  feel  done.  So  I  went  on  the 
senior  class  trip  and  spent  one  last  day  having  fun,  getting  hypnotized,  watching  Chad  put  on 
quite  the  performance  as  Pharrell,  and  coming  home  as  tired  and  covered  in  dirt  as  I  have  been  in 
the  last  four  years,  but  I  still  didn’t  feel  done.  So  I  went  to  awards  night,  and  I  went  to  the  senior 
banquet,  and  I  still  didn’t  feel  done.  And  finally,  here  we  are  today,  graduating,  and  for  some 
reason,  I  still  don’t  feel  done. 
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Four  years  ago,  I  expected  to  feel  finished,  and  be  completely  ready  to  move  on.  I  expected  to 
be  ready  to  be  done  waking  up  at  six  in  the  morning  to  come  to  school.  I  expected  to  be  done 
with  staying  up  until  one  AM  or  later  writing  AP  lit  papers  or  doing  calculus  homework.  I 
expected  to  be  ready  to  look  back  at  my  high  school  years  and  say  “Been  there,  done  that.  I’m 
done.”  Standing  here  today,  I  am  ready  be  done  with  all  of  those  things,  because  in  the 
interest  of  being  completely  honest,  much  of  high  school  was  a  struggle  for  me.  I  usually  felt 
completely  lost  or  out  of  place,  and  I  know  that  all  of  my  classmates  have  had  their  struggles 
as  well,  from  losing  friends  and  fighting  with  each  other  to  getting  bad  grades  on  finals  and 
feeling  overwhelmed. 

However,  today,  on  the  day  of  graduation,  the  reason  why  I  don’t  feel  the  closure  that  I 
expected  to  feel  by  graduating  high  school  is  because  I  have  made  some  phenomenal 
memories  with  the  175  people  sitting  in  front  of  me.  From  getting  dressed  up  for  homecoming 
dances  to  going  to  sports  games,  we’ve  made  great  memories  as  a  class,  and  we’ve  done 
great  things.  From  winning  two  state  championships  last  year  in  baseball  and  softball  to  raising 
money  in  charity  events  like  Relay  for  Life  and  our  National  Honor  Society  fashion  show.  I  will 
personally  never  forget  the  memory  of  the  feeling  that  comes  with  winning  back  to  back 
sectional  championships  with  my  basketball  girls  and  being  able  to  celebrate  with  my 
classmates.  It’s  not  just  the  big,  exciting  events,  either.  It’s  the  simple  memories,  like  lunches 
and  studies  in  the  NHS  room,  having  rather  passionate  discussions  in  AP  Lit,  and  seeing 
people  find  out  that  they  were  accepted  into  college.  It’s  these  memories  that  feel  like  they 
happened  yesterday  that  makes  me  feel  like  my  time  here  at  Bellingham  High  School  is  not 
over. 

However,  by  the  end  of  the  night,  our  time  here  will  be  over,  with  every  paper  turned  in, 
almost  every  sports  game  played,  every  diploma  given  out,  and  every  cap  thrown.  And  even 
though  it  doesn’t  feel  like  it  at  this  moment,  someday  I  will  feel  like  this  chapter  of  my  life  is 
closed.  And  while  movies  and  television  may  make  it  seem  like  the  end  of  high  school  is  the 
end  of  the  story  of  your  life,  our  lives  do  not  end  here.
